—Postage stamps were first issued by the United 
States Government in 1847. There were but two de- 
nominations—five and ten cent. The five-cent ones 
| were printed with brown ink, and bore the bust of 
| Benjamin Franklin; the ten-cent ones were printed in 
| black, and bore the head of Washington. Two years 
| previous to that the Government had issued some for 
New York City alone, merely to test the working of 
them. These stamps bore upon their face the words 
“New York.” Finding they would work well, the Gov- 
ernment in 1847 placed them in general use throughout 
the country. 


—General Boulanger is now the idol of France. He 
is the first of the Ministers of War since the conflict 
with Germany who has succeeded in leading the people 
to believe France has nothing to fear from any quarter; 
and nations, as well as individuals, idolize those who 
give them a good opinion of themselves. And herein 
lies the danger to France. ‘The issue of a war with 
Germany would be doubtful, and defeat might mean 













ruin. Boulanger has been exiled, the Cabinet hoping 
thus to allay the war fever he had raised; but the exile 
makes him something of a martyr. What France needs 
is peace, and the fact that Boulanger is so popular 
augurs ill to the republic.—[.Journal and Messenger.

—More than one traveler has within the past few 
years drawn attention to the decay of the Turkish com- 
munities in the northwestern district of Asia Minor. 
But the more significant fact that the Greek is supplant- 
ing the Turk seems to have escaped notice. Few 
Englishmen, indeed, can have any idea of the remark- 
able growth of the Hellenic settlements in this part of 
the Ottoman Empire during the last quarter of a cent- 
ury, or the rate at which the Moslem inhabitants are re- 

ceding before the enterprising Greeks. Not very long 
ago a German writer, Carl Herman, asserted that all the 
country lying this side of a line drawn from Constanti- 
nople to the mouth of the Kodjaitchai—the ancient 
Xanthus—there would not be a single Turkish com- 
munity left in the course of another generation. And 
the assertion is by no means unwarranted. In the re- 
gion bounded on the north by the Sea of Marmora and 





on the south by Lycaonia, the Moslem villages are break- 
ing up before one’s eyes. The government does nothing 
to protect the interests of its own people, for the 
wealthier Greeks yield a larger revenue than the natives; 
and even if it did interfere, it is doubtful whether it 
could do anything to arrest a movement which appears 
destined, at no distant day, to put the Hellenes once 
again in possession of the country they of old peopled 


between the Black Sea and the River Xanthus.—[St.

—The liquor traffic earns nothing; it creates no value; 
it adds not a dollar to the national wealth, nor in any 
way to the welfare and prosperity of the country. The 
money obtained by the trade is not earned as honest 
industries earn money—by giving a valuable return for 
it. It obtains money from those who earn it by their 
labor, giving in return for it what is not only of no 
value, but far worse than that—something which leads 
to poverty, pauperism, wretchedness, and crime; which 
disinclines men to honest industry, and finally unfits 
them for it. This traffic, like war, wastes the products 
of industry, and kills the worker, or so mutilates and 
maims him that he is unfitted for work; and then he and 
his family are dependents and pensioned upon the honest 
industries of the country. It is like a conflagration; .it 
destroys, leaving only blackened ruins of all which it 
attacks. It is like pestilence; ravaging any community 
where it is tolerated, cutting down the brightest, bravest, 
and best. It destroys more than sixty thousand of our 
people every year, cutting short their lives upon an aver- 
age more than ten yearseach. It makes wretched, be- 
yond all power of expression, more than five thousand 
homes, which, but for it, would be peaceful, prosperous, 
and happy. It threatens the existence of our institu- 
tions, which can not live except among an educated and 
virtuous people, because, more than all other influences 
for evil, it reduces men to ignorance, brutality, and 
savagery. Have I overstated or misstated? Is such a 
trade to be established and protected by law? or shall it 
be forbidden, and by sufficient pains and penalties sup- 
pressed as being inconsistent with the general good?— 
[ Neal Dow. 


Four years ago we presented statistics showing. that 
our churches, not including several denominational 
fragments, independent congregations, the Jews, or the 
Mormons, had 115,610 churches, 81,717 ministers, and 
17,267,178 members. The totals for the same bodies are 
now 132,435 churches, 91,911 ministers, and 19,018,977 
members. The gains of the four years are magnificent. 
The net increase of members is 1,631,799. That is, the 
churches have in this period not only received enough 
new members to make good their losses by death, disci- 
pline, and otherwise, but to increase the number of pro- 
fessing members by over sixteen hundred thousand. 
This allows, as will be noticed, only a comparatively 
slight gain to the Roman Cathelic Church. Sixteen 
hundred thousand increase in four years is at the rate of 
407,949 a year, or 1,117 every day in the year, or 46 
every hour in the day. Is not this a grand demonsitra- 
tion of the propagating power of Christianity? The in- 
crease in churches has been 15,325. This means a gain 
of 3,831 every year, and more than ten every day. And 
every new society means a new building, and every new 
building means an investment of money, and such in- 
vestments mean faith in the present and future of Chris- 
tianity. The increase of ministers is 9,694, which is 
about twelve per cent., and is at the rate of 64 per day, 
or 2,423a year. This, too, is an indication that the 
alleged decay of faith is imaginary. The churches 


must have some vitality if they can go on adding 2,400 
ministers every year to the great army already in com- 
mission, and furnish means for their support. More 
than 132 ,000 churches, almost 92,000 ministers, and over 
19,000,000 members, in a pulation of less than sixty 
millions! What a mighty force in the education, civili- 
zation, and elevation of our country! nspired and 
guided by the spirit of God, united in bonds of Chris- 
tian fellowship, this mighty force must be irresistible. —

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A SHOR? SERMON.

“Leave off contention before it is meddled with.” 
Prov. 17: 14. 

When by a sudden rise of water a break is made in a 
dam or dike or embankment, the water will press hard 
at that point and constantly enlarge the break. Solo- 
mon says, “The beginning of strife is as where one let- 
teth out water.” When the work of destruction com- 
mences no one can tell what the final result will be. 
For this reason the wise man says, “Leave off conten- 
tion before it is meddled with.” Itis an easy thing 
to begin a quarrel, but to bring it to a satisfactory close 
is often a difficult task. It is generally the second 
word that brings on a quarrel between twomen. If an 
angry word does not elicit an angry reply there will be 
no quarrel. Personal abuse is not a quarrel. Slander 
is not a quarrel. Herodias had a quarrel against 
John (Mark 6: 19), but John was too much of a man 
to quarrel with her. An angry man will commence a 
lawsuit without considering what the consequences 
may be. A willful man rarely stops to “count the 
cost.” There are contentions that may be just and 
honorable on both sides. Two men may differ about 
- a “division line,’ and both parties be strictly honest 

and gentlemanly. It is a question that the court may 
have to settle. Here is “contention” without an 
angry quarrel. We may become a party to a “conten- 
tion” against our will. Wicked men may compel us to 
contend for our lawful rights. A wicked man may at- 
tempt to take your horse, your watch, or your wallet, 
and you will have to contend or suffer loss. Your 
house may be attacked in the night, and the life of 
your wife and children may be placed in jeopardy. 
Here is a case where it becomes a man’s duty to con- 
tend earnestly and with great persistency. What be- 
longs to you legally and morally does not belong to any 
one else, St. Paul says, “As much as lieth in you live 
peaceably with all men;” but Paul was a man of good 
sense and he knew full well that there were people in 
the world that even a good man can not: live in peace 
with. After a man has done his best to avoid conten- 
tion he will not be responsible for consequences. 

There are contentions that are injurious and dis- 
graceful to both parties. It is often the case that the 
most injurious contentions are entirely uncalled for. 
The first unpleasant word is like “the letting out of 
water.” There are no contentions more serious in their 
results than family contentions. Parties who marry 
expect at the time to live together in peace till death 
parts them. In an unfortunate moment an unpleasant 
word is spoken, accompanied with an angry look, and 
that provokes an angry reply. Now trouble has com- 
menced, and the water of contention begins to flow. 
It grows worse and worse, till the family circle is no 
longer a loving, happy home. Sometimes a small be- 
ginning ends ina divorce. To make home happy “con- 
tention must be left off before it is meddled with.” It 
should be the great study of life to avoid bringing on the 
first skirmish. The tongue is a dangerous weapon to 
fight with. “It is a deadly poison.” All married people 
should bear this fact in mind, and govern themselves 
accordingly. Men and women have human, not an- 
gelic natures. This should be borne in mind, and lead 
us to bear and forbear and so “keep the peace” in a 
Gospel sense. 

Contention in the family will kill every religious 
feeling in the soul, and poison the very thoughts of the 
mind. Contention between parents will seriously 
effect the children. They will lose all respect for par- 
ents who quarrel, and very easily drift into infidelity. 
Peace in the family is “above all price.”” Those who 
have been joined iu the holy. bonds of matrimony 
should live peaceable and quiet lives that they may 
honor God, bless the family, and have lasting peace in 
their own hearts. This is a matter of too much im- 
portance to be trifled with and overlooked. It is a 
subject that affects the peace and happiness of the 
community. It is no uncommon thing for children to 
contend with each other, having learned the lesson of 
their parents. They have a little of the “old Adam” 
in them, and unless they are carefully educated and 

‘ properly influenced they will learn to contend in early 
life. Some children of the same tamily contend so 
much in early life as to lose all natural affection for 
each other. This is a great evil that should be crush- 
ed at an early day, and not be allowed to grow. There 


are children in every state who are constantly striving 
with each other. Such contentions are a disgrace to 
the parties so engaged, and seriously affect the morals 
of the community. Remember the text and reduce it 
to practice—" Leave off contention before it is meddled 


with.”

A “CHRISTIAN” SERMON.

«Do all things without murmurings and disputings; 
that ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons of God, 
without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and perverse 
nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the world; 
holding forth the word of life.” Philippians 2: 14-16, 

Often the apostolic injunctions to individual churches 
are susceptible of general application. We are almost 
confident of the language of our text belonging to that 
class of admonitions, and shall endeavor to treat it 
as such, believing that in so doing we shall do the 
thought of the apostle no injustice. 

While the church is of divine origin and is instituted 
for the enhancing of man’s moral interests, and for the 
purpose of effecting his salvation in time and eternity, 
yet there is not the least doubt that human ideas of 
the grossest kind have been more or less incorporated 
into and identified with it. That this is not a gratui- 
tous assertion is proved by reference to the history of 
the church, as revealed in the New Testament, and 
later records of its doings. We will not be thought 
over-credulous if we urge just here that the fact of 
the church surviving all the misunderstandings of its 
principles, the erroneousideas of its professed adherents, 
and the murmurings and disputings of its devotees 
from its infancy until the present, is evidence of its 
divine origin and its ultimate success. Were not the 
church heaven-born and divinely established the treat- 
ment it has received at the hands of its professed 
friends and well-wishers, would have long ere this sunk 
it into the abyss of oblivion. Nothing but the power of 
God could have saved it from destruction at the hands 
of its own communicants. The statement of Christ that 
“the gates of hell should not prevail against the 
church” holds good, whether its destruction is attempt- 
ed from without or within its pale—by its avowed ene- 
mies or its professed friends. The bane of the church 
has been the “murmurings and disputings” within its 
own body. Judaism and paganism have each contrib- 
uted to the confusion and division of the church by 
parading their pre-conceived and erroneous ideas as 
essentials of Christianity. 

Human inventions and philosophical speculations, 
abstruse monstrosities and metaphysical absurdities, 
alike unintelligible to teacher and people, kept the 
church in a perfect furor, and in the intense anxiety to 
foist opinions not substantiated by Divine Writ upon 
the people, recourse was too often had to foul and 
bloody measures. It is deducible from the history of 
the church that in proportion to the “murmurings and 
disputings” that obtained, so is the number of sects 
increased. Had the apostolic injunction to ‘do all 
things without murmurings and disputings’’ been 
heeded the church to-day, instead of being torn into 
almost innumerable fragments, would present one 
grand and harmonious whole to the world, and its suc- 
cess would have been inconceivably more marked on 
the earth. 

In view of the state of affairs in the church to-day 
we have no hesitancy in applying the language of the 
apostle to the Philippians to the universal church 
of God, feeling in so doing assured we do not mis- 
construe the sense of the text: ‘Do all things without 
murmurings and disputings, that ye may be blameless 
and harmless, the sons of God, without rebuke, in the 
midst of a crooked and perverse nation, among whom 
ye shine as lights in the world; holding forth the word 
of life.” 

“Do all things without murmurings and disputings.” 
Man is so constructed it is impossible for all men to 
see preaisely alike either in the kingdom of nature or 
in the kingdom of grace. This is obvious in the differ- 
ence of opinion existing in the two realms. Great and 
wise men differ materially in regard to scientific mat- 
ters, hence the number of different schools of thought. 
This statement holds good whether applied to philoso- 
phy, astronomy, or medicine. Differences will arise in 
spite of precautionary measures being taken by those 
in pursuit of scientific knowledge. In philosophy we 
have the opposite theories of sound advanced, one 


school contending for the wave theory, the other claim- 
ing that the atomioal theory is the more correct. In 
medicine we have different schools, each arguing in de- 
fense of its own theory, as seen in the allopathio, 
homeopathic, and eclectic practice of physicians, with- 
out mentioning the oxygenic, electric, and other divis- 
ions of the profession. If these men, equally learned 
and honest, can not see eye to eye in secular matters, 
why should it be regarded as surpassingly strange that 
men equally versed in divine things and conscientious 
to a fault, should differ in their conclusions relative to 
religious doctrines? Suppose all Christians do not see 
precisely alike with reference to religious doctrines, 
such as the trinity, vicarious atonement, total depravity, 
and many other things of human invention, is it any 
reason that there should be “murmurings and disput- 
ings” to such a degree as to charge each other with 
heresy and lack of faith, and to impugn righteous 
motives and ostracise each other till divisions ensue in 
the church? Can not a person be a Christian who be- 
lieves in God as the Father of mankind and interested 
in human affairs, such as to provide the means of its 
salvation, who accepts Christ as his personal Savior 
and the Holy Spirit as his individual helper, and con- 
forms heart and life to the will of heaven as revealed 
in the Word of God, even though he does not agree 
with those who place so much stress on human dogmas 
and regard them as essentials of Christianity? It 
would appear from Divine Writ that “repentance to- 
ward God and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ” 
would secure forgiveness of sins, and that a “faithful 
continuance in well-doing” would insure a home in 
heaven, even though one were totally ignorant of the 
existence of these human dogmas. 

Then “do all things without murmurings and dis- 
putings,” and pull down the bars dividing the Chris- 
tian world, and in practice as well as in theory acknowl- 
edge the spirit ot Christ wherever seen in men and 
women. This is being done more in the present than 
in the past, but not one-thousandth part as much as it 
should be. The fact of so many sects existing in the 
nineteenth century of the Christian era is the chief 
incubus of the church, and “the stone of stumbling 
and rock of oftsnse” to thousands of non-professors. 
Such a state of affsirs militate against the interests of 
the church, and impedes its progress on the earth. If 
the apostolic injunction were heeded and practiced 
to-day the movement of the church would be acceler- 
ated beyond the most sanguine expectations of its 
warmest friends, and “the knowledge of the Lord 
would fill. the earth as the waters cover the sea.” 

While lamenting the present condition of church 
affairs we are glad to know the signs of the times are 
indicative of better things, and that the future will 
witness all bickerings, “‘murmurings and disputings” 
relegated to the realms of forgetfulness, and the church 
working unitedly in the evangelization of the world. 
“That ye may be blameless and harmless, the children 
of God; without rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and 
perverse nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the 
world; holding forth the word of life.” 

“Murmurings and disputings’’ in the church are pro- 
ductive of great harmfulness, both to those without 
and within its pale, and the parties engaged in such 
business are exceedingly blameworthy and actually re- 
sponsible for the state of affairs obtaining. ‘‘Murmur- 
ings and disputings’’ repel honest men and women from 
the church, and furnish its enemies weapons with 
which to defend themselves against its attacks. Such 
things existing in the church cripple its aggressive- 
ness, impede its progress, and neutralize its power on 
the earth. Its potency for good is destroyed, and its 
influence is unfelt. The church, instead of being a 
power for good, is “a rock of offense and a stone of 
stumbling” to the world. The blamefulness and harm- 
fulness of ‘‘murmurings and disputings” always inter- 
vene, and in the majority of instances successfully, be- 
tween the person appealed to do right and the per- 
formance of that duty. “When you do right your- 
selves, I will come into the church” is often the re- 
sponse to efforts to save sinners, because of the harm- 
fulness of “‘murmurings and disputings” about human 
theories, philosophical speculations, abstruse mon- 
strosities, and metaphysical absurdities which they 
who parade them as essentials of Christianity know 
really nothing about. Dr. Talmage, in his prelimin- 
ary remarks to a lecture he delivered in Urbans, IIl., 
last fall, said: “I used to prepare and deliver very pro- 
found lectures, but I have quit such business.” He 
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assigned two reasons for ceasing to deliver profound 
lectures; first, because the people could not under- 
stand those profound lectures, and, second, because 
he did not understand them himself. This is about 
like the theological metaphysics and hair-splitting doc- 
trines of men advanced as essentials of Christianity— 
they are so very profound that neither the people nor 
the teachers themselves can comprehendthem. What 
harmful and blameworthy conduct is this that will 
parade human dogmas and “commandments of men” 
as necessary to believe in order to be orthodoxically 
saved here and hereafter? 

Oh, that the church universal would face about, 
with its back to all inventions of the brain of the dark 
ages, and with its eyes fixed firmly on Christ and an 
open Bible, preach repentance toward God and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ, and a faithful continu- 
ance in well doing as essential to present and future 
salvation! Then would the world become affscted by 
the power of the church, and would succumb to its 
might and surrender to its teachings. Harmfulness 
and blameworthiness would be gone, and the aggress- 
iveness of the church would be felt, its progression and 
its potency for good acknowledged. The people would 
come confessing Christ and seeking an interest in his 
blood, and the world would acknowledge the Messiah- 
ship of Christ. God speed the day of such things, 
when the church will be ‘without rebuke in the midst 
of a crooked and perverse nation,” and will “shine as 
lights in the world; holding forth the word of life.” 

When the church ceases its “murmurings and dis- 
putings” over inexplicable matters it will become 
“blameless and harmless.” Its members will be the 
“children of God, without rebuke, in the midst of a 
crooked and perverse nation,” and will shine as lights 
in their general deportment, thus convincing the world 
of the power of the blessed Gospel to reform, trans- 
form, and revolutionize the whole man, and convert 
the demon into the divine. Then with the open Bible, 
untrammeled by the fictions of the past, or the mon- 
strosities of the present, as the only rule of faith and 
practice, and Christ as the great Head of the church, 
the world will soon become the kingdom of our Lord 
Jesus Christ to the honor and glory of our Father. 
“Holding forth the word of life,’ not parading human 
dogmas, is the lever that shall move the world. God 
help us to be earnest and active in the work of evan- 
gelizing the world by “holding forth the word of life” 
. in its purity.

LIBERTY IN CHRIST.

We live in an age of great transition. There is a 
tendency everywhere to change almost overy point of 
theology and eschatology. This naturally brings con- 
tention and resistancs. Many think the church like a 
ship that should never leak or change its voyage. If 
anything strange takes place they think of fire, flood, 
and destruction. They come in the church through 
fear, and want to feel safe, so they trust to old convic- 
tions and dogma. 

Now, the direct influence of Christ is to lift the hu- 
man mind into its highest elements, where divine love 
will permeate the whole man. He will then have per- 
fect liberty and the right to do just as he pleases, for 
he will desire nothing beyond the bounds of pure and 
true love. In other words, he is carried in the inspir- 
ation of a love that is the mother of all truelaw. A 
low-minded man is surrounded with the bounds of 
custom, public sentiment, Jaw, and restriction, but-fo 
one that has gone higher there are no such things. He 
thinks what is true and does what is benevolent. 

The rights and liberties of men are both positive and 
negative. I havea right to speak, and you may have 
the right to keep silent. Christ said, “I have many 
things to tell you, but you are not able to bear it.” 
The obscurity of the teacher's mind and the condition 
of the hearer are often obstructions to the progress of 
truth. A truth in the mouth of the speaker may bea 
lie on the ear of his congregation. A man may there- 
fore use his own liberty or withhold for the good of 
others. The low moral condition of the average indi- 
vidual is one of the greatest obstacles in the way of 
truth. Pride, vanity, selfishness, and intolerance keep 
many from interpreting the truth. When Dr. Thomas 
was expelled from the Rock River M. E. Conference, 
& leading clergyman of that denomination said to me: 








“Dr. Thomas was foolish for taking the stand he did. 
I believe just as he does but I say nothing about it.” 
Thank God there are men who are ready to sever social 
and church relations to teach truths which their gen- 
eration reject, but the coming generations will call 
them blessed. 

It is not possible to take higher truths that are being 
disclosed by the Holy Spirit and teach them to a dull 
and unthinking congregation with profit. Where a 
community is not prepared you can not make known 
truths that come through the ministry of higher intel- 
ligence. But the present form of church organization 


and civil society, more than all, hinder the progress of 


liberty. A few centuries ago the king could do no 
wrong and the common people were trampled under 
his feet as dirt. But things have been changing until 
everywhere there is toleration. All Europe is in a 
transition, and will be governed more and more by the 
people. There is coming to Russia the greatest revolt 
in the history of the world. There is going to be a 
world’s spectacle, and it will happen before one-tenth 
of this generation pass away. It is safe for a man to 
speak out on science everywhere to-day. Only in the 
church, where there should be the greatest toleration, 
is man prevented from being free to express all his 
convictions of truth. In every denomination there are 
men who make it a business to “hound” their brethren. 
They have a wonderful nose for heresy. They can 
scent a new thought before it leaves the brain of the 
thinker. They feel called upon to “contend earnestly 
for the faith.” 

But there are Christlike men everywhere who, in 
the liberty of Christ, have gained more penetrating 
thought, deeper experience, and knowledge of God.

When I hear the bobolink and 
wren and other songbirds of daylight, I know the owl 
and bat, scared and alarmed, have gone to their dark 
abode. Let them disappear and let the birds of day 
spread their wings, open their throats, and fill the 
whole air with their praise. There never was so much 
sympathy, and philanthropy, and active benevolence, 
acd c>rg3cration of weath as to-day. “Thanks be to 
God which giveth us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord; for as much as ye kaow that your labor is 
not in vain in the Lord.”

CITY LIFE. 


The people flock to cities and seem to think once if 
there their life is already a success, but there are many 
hindrances to this desired success, one of which I 
will speak of; namely, the exclusiveness of society. 

Within one week I have been called to attend the 
funerals of two men who were alone in the city—in- 
deed in this country. The first one was fifty years 
old,a man of good habits, and although he had lived 
here seven years he had few acquaintances, and when 
he was stricken by the final blow of consumption he 
was alone. He died a stranger. His wife and friends 
are “over the sea’ in Scotland. 

To-day I went to the hospital to conduct the funeral 
of a young man, a native of Sweden. The prospect 
of doing better in this country had lured him from the 
cold North-land, but the change of climate, with a 
new kind of employment, combined to fasten disease 
upon him, and after six months of suffering he died, 
and strangers’ hands closed the sightless eyes, and 
strangers performed the last sad rites for the dead. A 
few of his countrymen attended the services, and 
while they could not understand much of what was 
said, 1 was gratified to notice when I sang of “The 
Beautiful Land” and “Thinking of Home,” the tears 
glistened on their faces, and we knew we had one beau- 
tiful home beyond, tor we are brethren. How grand it 
will be when we all “gather home in the morning,” to 
have one language and be of oné family! There are 
so many who are in fact homeless, in all cities. Young 
men and women who stay in the boarding-houses are 
in reality only strangers. 

What a great work is here for Christian workers to 
help these people to find good companions, and bring 
them into the churches! We have not too many 
churches, but too few workers. I wish there were in 
every city bands of consecrated men and women, who 
would willingly go out into the highways and hedges, 
and bring in the homeless and wanderers to the house 
of prayer and to Jesus.

i QUADRENNIAL CONVENTION. 


CANVASSING AGENCIES. 


I was somewhat impressed in conversation with a 
prominent Presbyterian minister lately (one who had 
been moderator in the powerful New Brunswick Pres- 
bytery), with his statement that for twenty-eight years 
his denomination has not used agencies, and that in 
that powerful body the agents used $18 out of $20 for 
their salaries and expenses. He went on to explain 
that, though the total receipts of agents were paid into 
the treasury, the salary and expenses returned to 
them consumed the sum before named, $18 out of $20. 
And for twenty-eight years, he assured me, they have 
done their general work by means of general col- 


lections. It seemed almost incredible that in so rich 
a body the receipts from the personal solicitation of 
agents for the various worthy objects canvassed for, 
should not in larger measure exceed the expenses. 
With all the misfortunes of the Christians and un- 
wisdom in management, we probably have a better 
record than that. But yet, with us, the same ob- 
jection may perhaps exist, though in a less degree. 

The expenses of the agents must necessarily be met. 
Why can not all our churches and all our ministers 
unite in heeding the calls of our General Convention, 
so that more and more we may rise out of the neces- 
sity of the expensive manner of collecting funds, which 
has been abandoned by that denomination that man- 
ages its finances perhaps as successfully as any in the 
country, the Methodist Church not excepted? It is 
necessary to have agents in the field unless the 
churches will heed these general calls. There will be 
conflict in the appeals in various ways; agents for dif- 
ferent interests will visit the same sections of the coun- 
try and the same churches at times near to each other; 
and churches of known liberality will be canvassed 
again and again, while the niggardliness of other 
churches is cultivated and increased by the neglect of 
agents to visit them. The agents themselves must 
wear out their lives in one of the most disagreeable 
kinds of labor, diverting their energies and ability . 
from the legitimate channels into soliciting, thus ceas- 
ing to improve their gifts in preaching, and gradually 
falling into a monotonous intellectual routine, while 
health is injured and sacrifices are made by them, 
which pastors can hardly understand who have not en- © 
gaged in the work. I earnestly request the confer- 
ences at all the sessions to agitate the matter of the 
general collections, that we may increase and grow in 
this practical and effective way of raising funds, by 
which $100,000 annually can be raised with about the 
game expense as $5 000.

3. That in addition to the officers elected there shall 
be chosen secretaries for the five departments, who, 
with said officers, shail constitute the executive board. 

4, The executive board is authorized to call a meet- 
ing of the convention not later than November, 1888.

of education; H. Oooke, of the ublishing; e 
Wallace, of the Sabbath-school, a I. Overturf, ihe 
treasury department.

Castile.—This 23d of July, 1887, a company of us cele- 
brated the day in honor of Mrs. Roxana Abbott, at the 
age of four-score years. Of seven of those present the 
total age was 520 years. After a pleasant visit and 
sumptuous repast provided by the sister, Mrs. Mosher, 
and her daughter, Mrs. Austin, Rev. T. N. Davis made 
some touching remarks in keeping with the occasion, 
followed by a sweet song from Mrs. Davis, ‘Jesus is 
mighty to save.” In 1813, at the age of six, she emi- 
grated with her father, David Norris, from Vermont 
and settled in the town then called Leicester, but many 
years since changed to Covington. The second general 
Christian Conference, embracing the Central and West- 
ern as now, was held in that place, at which time it 
took the flour of 12 bushels of wheat to feed the multi- 
tude, lasting nearly a week. Three hundred took din- 
ner at one time with this Norris family, and some less 
than 100 took rest as best they could for the night. 
Our early pioneer ministers—Badger, Millard, Shaw, 
and True—were there doing effectual work. They have 
long since gone to their reward. Miss Norris was mar- 
ried in 1856 to Mr. Abbott, who died three years after- 
wards. She has lived on the farm 73 years, and has 
carried out the wishes of her sainted father in making it 
ever the pilgrim’s home, as when he was alive. The 
writer of this, with hundreds of others, can fully attest 
the truthfulness of the kind hospitality bestowed. It 
has often been called the “half-way house.” One year 
since it was deemed advisable, on failing health, to sell 
the dear old home and spend the remnant of her days 
with her sister in Castile, who careth for her as a true 
sister knows how. It was nearly heartrending to leave 
the home of a life-time, never expecting to see it again. 
But the Christian religion she embraced in early youth 
she has ever maintained, being a faithful worker in the 
vineyard of the Lord, ‘always ready with her means to 
further on benevolent interests of the Christian Church. 
The family has taken the HERALD from its commence- 
ment. Mrs. Abbott is weak in body, but strong in 
mind. The race is nearly run, and the sun is setting 
o’er the western hills; but she is ripe and ready for the 
Master’s use. Soon she will exchange this bodily suf- 
fering for peaceful rest and a crown of bright glory on 
the other shore. May we all be there in the Lord’s good 
time.—E, P. PHELPs. 





Beaver Meadow.—I had thought not to reveal the con- 
dition of this church, entitled the First Christian Church 
of Otselic, located at Beaver Meadow, Chenango County, 
until I could, by the grace of God, bring in some impor- 
tant reforms and changes. But Prof. Livingston, in a few 
words of hearty commendation, let thecat out of the bag; 
so now I am ready to confess that my mission isat Beaver 
Meadow, N. Y. I preach there regularly each Sunday. 
These are the days of my vacation. I spend them in 
haying at $1 50 per day and horse kept—the amount is 
the amount for offerings in our religious missions con- 
sidered most urgent. Not a subscriber for religious 
periodicals, except Cook’s Sunday-school literature, and 
that was paid ahead six months. Sad spectacle and 
alarming condition! It was no question whether I ac- 
cepted my present position as pastor for the compensa- 
tion or the sympathy and the good I might doin the 
way of education and reform. Salary, $201. Thus passed 
my first quarter, and I confined my labors almost 
altogether to theSunday-schoo], Not altogether in vain. 
Started with 25—they reported to the quarterly two 
weeks ago 75enrolled members. And we see no abate- 
ment in interest. The work stilladvances. I chose this 
first for the reason that it is better, easier, and ten times 
more successful to work with a congregation rather than 
for them. There are two copies of the HERALD now 
weekly read by the members. The seed is being sowed 
and we expect the harvest after the fallow ground has 
been broken up and cultivated. When the Sunday- 
school has reached the condition of good working order 
we will take up the Christian literature. The old rule, 
plastic, poetic, and practical is suggestive of good coun- 
sel: 

“One thing at a time and that done well, 
Is a very good rule as many can tell ” 

Churches never work with such earnestness as when 
their own darling interest is consulted. If you can’t 
stir a congregation with some interest that seeks the 
education andimprovement of their children you might 


as well decline at once. Self-interest is the strongest 
motive that moves a man—that rouses the masses. The 
good, the visible good, the personal good, the great good 
of an enterprise in its reacting force upon a church or 
party can scarcely be made without its immediate influ- 
ence upon the hearers. That Sunday-school work acts 
upon the workers and upon all the scholars, teachers, 
officers, school, and community, none are so thick- 
headed as to fail to see. Goodness is active and reactive, 
Its nature is to reform, build up, and bless all its possess- 
ors, and through their influence all with whom they 
mingle. It only remains to say that we took the collec- 
tion! A few statements for what it was to be devoted— 
our pressing home missionary enterprise, what we had 
done, what we expected to do, was all I had to say, ex- 
cept I hoped that all would do a little something—do it 
now, do it in concert, do it cheerfully. I would insist 
on taking the collection at all hazards. Any minister 
who refuses should be dealt with by his conference as 
out of order. Specification—the sin of omission. No 
possible excuse, as he could take it allalone. No appeal 
so forcible as the ringing dollar and the rolling bill. No 
congregation is so totally depraved as to allow a minis- 
ter to have a collection all alone. Any appeal for funds 
from others that has no lot or part in the matter is liable 
to be a failure. Is not benevolence first in the list among 
those all things that work together for our good? I have 
no doubt but this is the first collection ever taken in this 
church that reached beyond the conference or State As- 
sociation. It isa wonder that the church is alive! The 
nature of Ohristianity is broad, benevolent, boundless in 
its manifestations and work. Six of the seven churches 
of Asia that tried to live to themselves are dead. The 
seventh that lived for others, for the good of the cause, 
still lives and will live forever. Selfishness is short- 
lived and self-destructive. Benevolence is a beauty 
and lives and holps to live forever.—A. A. LAson.

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CHURCH LITERATURE.* 


When I accepted the responsibility of preparing a 
paper on “Church Literature” to be read before this 
conference, it was with the supposition that all that 
would be required of me was that I should point out 
the necessity and urge upon the brotherhood the im- 
portance of introducing and liberally sustaining whole- 


some, instructive, invigorating reading matter by; 


which religious enlightenment could the more effect- 
ually be desseminated, moral precept more prominently 
emphasized, and a careful biblical exegesis more con- 
veniently brought within the reach of the churches 
and Sunday-schools throughout the entire brotherhood. 
’ If more than this was expected, those assigning the sub- 
ject will doubtless be disappointed. 

First, then, allow me to direct your attention to the 
necessity of a suitable authorized medium through 
which the progress, triumphs, wants, and needs of each 
church may be the more readily understood by the 
membership of sister churches, and whereby the out- 
side world may become acquainted with our principles 
and work. Asa people we have long felt the need of 
such an agency among us. For the want of this help- 
ful means our progress, as compared with other re- 
ligious bodies, has been slow. We are in the back- 
ground, when our position and principles justify the 
conclusion that we should be in advance of all others. 
We are weak, feeble, and almost obscure, and must be 
content to remain so until this long-felt want is sup- 
plied. Human enterprises and worldly organizations, 
whether political, theatrical, artistical, medicinal, me- 
chanical, agricultural, horticultural, or professional, 
all have their circulating medium representing the 
particular interest pertaining to each separate organi- 
zation, Such an agency is to the organization what 
the backbone is to the body. Business men under- 
stand the value of such agencies and pay cheerfully 
and liberally for the use of the columns of the news- 
paper. It has been a matter of dispute for ages as to 
whether the sword or the pen is the most powerful. 
None will question the power of the sword when in the 
hands of well-trained, brave men, backed by powerful 
financial influences; but may we not with equal truth- 
fulness say the same of the pen when combined with 
the press? There are no more powerful or potent 
agencies at work at this hour than the pen and the 
press. Why, sirs, those who fail to patronize the 
press must be content to remain in comparative ignor- 
ance on all the great questions of the day, besides sus- 
taining serious losses in many ways. Would you have 
your churches and Sunday-schools awakened to a 
lively sense of the duties and responsibilities resting 
upon them as they stand related to the chureh and 
the world, furnish them with a plentiful supply of 
wholesome church literature. 

Having pointed out the necessity of church litera- 
ture, I will now invite your attention to a considera- 
tion of its character. Thatit should be strictly moral 
in its tone, pure in its spirit, and dignified in sentiment 
all who desire the elevation of the race should most 
earnestly desire. If it be true that the stream rises 
no higher than its source, then it is equally true that 
the church and Sunday-school will partake largely of 
the nature and complexion of the literature they are 
accustomed to peruse. This is one of the principal 
reasons why sectarianism has made such mighty head- 
way in the world. Error and superstition have ever 
antagonized truth, ever been more active for the sup- 
pression of truth than truth has been for the over- 
throw of error. Many have drifted into sectarian 
churches because at the time they were ignorant of 
anything better. Having voluntarily become members 
of the association, they are furnished with a copy of the 
church paper, in which all the peculiar and distin- 
guishing doctrines of the body are prominently set 
forth and emphasized to the disadvantage of their 
equally orthodox neighbors. They are Methodist or 
Baptist, as the case may be, simply because they are 
allowed to feed on food meted out to them by the lead- 
ing men of those respective bodies. They seldom ques- 
tion the truthfulness of what they read ia their church 
paper. With them it is authority on all matters of 
theology. The ministers and members are expected to 
be in accord with the principles and doctrines printed 
and circulated through this powerful medium, and 
woe betide the man that would teach otherwise. No

matter how poor their ministry or membership, you 
will find their church literature in the houses and 
homes and Sunday-schools of the entire membership. 
This is as it should be to be consistent, loyal, and true 
to their own cause. How is it with us as a people? 
Are we as loyal to our own publications as sectarian 
churches are to theirs? Do we put forth as great ef- 
forts and make as great personal sacrifices of our 
means in supporting our own church literature as 
those of other churches? The following will be a 
sufficient answer to the questions: Last year there 
were 18 ordained ministers on our conference roll; of 
that number eight only patronized the HERALD oF 
GosPeL Liserty. There were 26 churches reported 
with a total membership of 1,058. Number of HERALDS 
taken by the whole membership, 67; parties not mem- 
bers of the body, 1; total copies coming to Canada, 76, 
divided among the churches as follows: Altona, 1; 
Bloomington, 16; Church Hill, 2; Eddystone, 4; 
Franklin, 2; Keswick,4; Little Britain, 2; Markham, 
3; Newmarket, 14; Orono, 9; Oshawa, 8; Union 
Street, 1; persons not members of the body, 1; minis- 
ters, 8; persons formerly members, 4; total, 76. Out 
of the 368 families reported last year as belonging to this 
conference the HERALD found its way into 75, while 293, 
peradventure, were supplied with sectarian literature. 
There were 14 Sunday-schools reported with a mem- 
bership of 1,038 scholara. Of these 14 schools 4 only 
were partially supplied with our own literature; 
namely, Orono, LitTtLE TEACHER, SUNDAY ScHOOL 
HERALD, and GLAD TripiNas, 40 copies; Keswick, 
LittLe TEACHER, copies not mentioned; Oshawa, 
LittLE TEACHER, 50 copies; Eddystone, GLAD TipD- 
INGS, 30 copies. This showing evinces a lack of inter- 
est or a foolish prejudice on the part of some of our 
officials. What plea have we to offer for this sad state 
of affairs? Lest I should offend some of my more 
sensitive brethren I will speak the word softly: Shame 
onthe minister, member, or school that would turn 
his back on his own church literature because it can be 
secured a few cents cheaper from sectarian publishing 
houses! Only those who are disloyal can take ex- 
ceptions to the matter published in the columns of the 
HERALD and Sunday-school literature published under 
the auspices of our own brethren at the Christian Pub- 
lishing House at Dayton, Ohio. If you want your 
children filled up with Methodism, Congregationalism, 
or any other ism, feed them on the productions of 
these bodies; if you would prefer that they should be 
simply Christians, give them your own church litera- 
ture. 

I am aware that there are those in this body who 
have ever opposed American publications for no other 
reason than that they are published on the other side of 
the lake. They sometimes seek to conceal their true 
motives under the plea that they are too dear, or we 
are able to have a paper of our own. They are well 
aware that such an undertaking in the end would be 
attended with disaster. Repeated attempts have been 
made in that direction, with what results you well 
know. Shall we seek to repeat the follies of the past, 
or shall we not awake to our best interest and support 
the publications under the auspices of our own breth- 
ren? Should we even make the attempt, what could 
we hope to gain by the transaction? Could we fur- 
nish a better paper for the money? one better suited to 
our needs? Where are our contributors that would 
warrant such an undertaking? Seldom any of off 
best writers contribute to the columns of the HERALD, 
although our brethren on the other side would be 
pleased to have them do so. Did they not offer us one 
full page for our exclusive use providing we would ap- 
point a Canadian editor, and that, too, free of charge? 
Weare privileged with a free use of its columns, at 
liberty to correct its theology, and by the clubbing rate 
bring it within the reach of all. What do we want 
more? It is all that it purports to be, “The HeERaLp 
oF GospEL Liperty.” Let it come into your homes, 
brethren; give it a fair trial; don’t howl it down and 
give it the cold shoulder, but rally to its support; it 
will serve as a means to lift us up. Let it have a large 
circulation; put it into the hands of your neighbors; 
let your enemies have a peep at it; you need have no 
fears; there is a blessing in it; we are dying for lack 
of such a helpful means. Give the HERALD to your 
family instead ot the sensational trash that lines your 
center-table. It will be more healthful for them. 
Feed upon it yourself, and banish the foul weed from 
your homes. Do not plead poverty while you are 


~ 


spending eight or ten dollars a year for political news. 
Religious knowledge is of more value to you than 
worldly. The soul is of more value than the body. 

Let me point out to you some of the advantages that 
would naturally flow from the introduction of such an 
agency. We number about 26 churches with an aggre- 
gate membership of less than 1,200. The extremities 
of this conference are not more than 200 miles apart, 
and yet the churches in the West know nothing of 
what is being done by the churches in the Kast, and 
vice versa, save only what information might be ob- 
tained from private correspondence. We come to- 
gether in our yearly conference almost as strangers, 
with no knowledge of what is likely to come before the 
body. Committees are appointed who are expected to 
bring in reports and formulate resolutions bearing upon 
vital questions requiring large financial outlays, and 
yet some of those committeemen know nothing of the 
circumstances requiring such action. Bungling meas- 
ures are introduced and quickly disposed of in almost 
every instance to the detriment of the cause. Some 
important measures are rejected because on the sput of 
the moment they could not be explained to the satis- 
faction of the majority; other resolutions were 
adopted because not sufficiently explained. They were 
found to be impracticable and hence became a dead 
letter. For the want of this powerful agency we have 
been acting the part of children, spending our time 
and money to little purpose. We can scarcely hope 
for any marked improvement in our business affairs 
until we awake to the importance of such an agency 
having a free circulation among the churches and Sun- 
day-schools. The wants of the entire brotherhood can 
not otherwise be obtained and must continue to be 
very imperfectly understood. Nor would the benefi- 
cial results end here; it would serve to bring about a 
spirit of unanimity among the brotherhood in faith 
and practice. The facilities of the minister would be 
greatly increased so that his usefulness would not be 
confined to his pulpit ministrations. If Beecher, 
Talmage, and Spurgeon by the use of this agency can 
reach their millions, may not the humble ministry of 
the Christian Church speak to their hundreds? Let 
the teaching and utterances of our own strong men 
have free circulation, and there would soon be less of this 
namby pamby religion among us; not so much of this 
“if a person is only conscientious in what he believes, 
it matters little to what church he belongs.” It must 
be apparent to every careful Bible reader that such 
persons are woefully ignorant or their religion only a 
matter of convenience. Would you, my brother, have 
your children properly directed, furnish them with 
literature that will serve to correct those erroneous 
views. Let me urge upon you the necessity of awak- 
ing to the importance of being loyal to your own cause. 
You have been giving your means and influence long 
enough for the support of those who have ever mani- 
feated an open hostility towards you. Patronize your 
own literature and seek to make yourself acquainted 
with the principles held by your own people; you will 
love them better as you become more familiar with 
their sound orthodoxy. W. Percy.

WOMAN AND THE THRONE. 

Blessing on England’s pious Qaeen. She merits all 
that was meant in the late brilliant celebration of her 
half-century’s reign. 

Such ceremonial reminds us of how woman has been 
interwoven with all the world’s welfare. More than 
in one or a few ways have her presence and power 
touched kingdoms and thrones. She has been not 
only the mother of kings, but herself a queen and the 
peer of any king. In various ways she has stood in the 
line of royalty and helped others to thrones on which 
they sat with the scepter of equity. 

ln the life of one of Judah’s kings we see the hand 
of Jehosheba—noble woman! In the slaughter of a 
king’s sons she saved one bit of a boy. She concealed 
and for some years kept that little nephew in a store- 
room of the temple. How ingenious the love that hid 
for months from the keen eye of enemies a baby law- 
giver, and afterward for years a baby king! Jehosheba 
guarded well her tiny yet-to-be ruler. When the lit- 
tle thing was but six years of age his aunt, aided by 
trusted officials, produced the young king, and he was 
crowned in the temple. This little boy-king was 
Joash. He was crowned in his seventh year. Of 
course his aunt really ruled the kingdom. But she 
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was a good woman, and her husband, the high-priest, 
was a good man. Thus the woman found it reasonably 
easy to make things work well. She had, too, a wom- 
anly instinct to seize upon opportunities. She saw 
that idolatry had become the people’s curse, and was 
quick to deal it a staggering blow. The people mob- 
bed the temple of Baal and killed its priests. Then 
they reorganized the temple service as it had been in 
the time of Jehoshaphat. So, by this somewhat wind- 
ing path of explanation, we perceive one of the numer- 
ous historic instances of woman’s presence in the rise 
and reign of pious sovereigns—of princes, kings, and 
presidents whose rule was promotive of the public good. 
All honor to woman’s heart and hand in the rise and re- 
sults of mighty reformations. Were Jehosheba at our 
helm of state to-day, she would smash the whisky 
traffic as quickly as she crushed those corrupting idols.

JESUS, A CHILD BORN. 

To the true believer whatever connects with the 
Christ of the New Testament is never deficient in in- 
terest. He who was before Abraham becomes a child.

Once 
in his childhood he raised the curtain in the midst of 
the temple doctors’ hearing and asked questions with 
a surprising understanding that amazed all who heard 
him. It was then that he said to his mother, “Wist ye 
not that I must be about my Father's business?” He 
did not mean his reputed father’s (Joseph) business. 
After this opening of the divine he returns to Naza- 
reth with his mother, subject to his parents for many 
years—probably engaged in the trade of Joseph—that 
of a carpenter. Jesus thus confers honor on virtuous 
industry, and none may be ashamed of industrious par- 
ents. 

It is remarkable that so little is said of the infancy 
of Jesus, and so little of his private life for about 
thirty years.

By helping and en- 
couraging he was Napoleonic in his movements, clear 
in his instruction, and modest in his requests. The 
address (by the writer), morning and evening, we pass 
without comment. 

The following Sabbath we had the pleasure of wor- 
shiping in St. Paul’s Evangelical Church, of New York 
City, of which Rev. M. Summerbell is the very able 
pastor. We had the privilege of listening to a grand 
discourse from him in the morning. He discussed 
with far more than ordinary ability the perpetuity of 
Christianity. He showed beautifully its invulnerable 
character amidst opposition. The discourse was not 
only delightful, but highly instructive and very edify- 
ing. .

I met with a 
number of excellent persons in this place, from whom 
I heard expressions of friendship, and received acta of 
great Christian kindness that are interwoven in the 
web of my recollections. God bless and prosper Bro. 
Case, the very worthy pastor. 

On the following Tuesday, in company with Rev. J. 
J. Summerbell, I went to the village of Springtown, 
eight miles distant from Milford. It was truly a de- 
lightful ride. It is true there were irregularities by 
the way; we ascended occasionally a rocky defile, de- 
scended a slope, and as far as the eye could reach it was 
met by scenes of loveliness; it was indeed beauty on 
every side. It was enjoyable as we proceeded to listen 
to the glowing descriptions given by Bro, Summerbell 
as he called our attention to various objects.”

We tried to preach twice to the 
people at this place, and we trust something was done 
for the Master. This visit I surely can never forget, 
and if my prayers are worth anything, they shall be 
that the peace of God may abide with them. 

From this place I returned to Milford and subse- 
quently visited Oarversville, Pa., Johnsonsburg, and 


Baleville, N. J. Of these and others we hope to speak 

more fully. We are liking New Jersey better each 

passing week. Our attachment is being continuously 

strengthened to its ministers and churches. Pray for 

us that the unerring hand of God may-be our guide.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
CHRISTIAN UNION. 


The Committee on Christian Union between the 
Christian and Christian Union churches met at Cov- 
ington, Ohio, July 26, 1887, at 2 o’clock p.m. After 
singing hymn 85 in Gospel Hymnal, upon motion Dr. 
N. Summerbell was elected chairman. Dr. Summer- 
bell took the chair, calling upon Rev. H. J. Duck- 
worth to lead in prayer. On motion, the following 
preamble and resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, The members of the Committee on Union 
between the Christian and Christian Union churches are 
not all present; therefore, 

Resolved, That the committee present invite all mem- 
bers of the Christian and Christian Union churches 
present to become advisory members of said committee. 

On motion, G. W. Foltz was elected secretary of 
said committee. The “Basis of Christian Union” was 
then read by Rev. H. J. Duckworth as adopted by the 
General Council of the Christian Union, and by Rev. 
©. J. Jones as adopted by the American Christian 
Convention, which were found to be nearly identically 
the same. 

On motion, a committee was appointed to take the 
“basis” as adopted by the General Council of the 
Christian Union and American Christian Convention 
and revise and consolidate the same. 

On motion, the following persons were appointed 
ssid committee: O. J. Jones, H. J. Duckworth, E. A. 
DeVore, J. A. Swinehart, 0. W. Garoutte, and G. W. 


_ Foltz. The committee retired to prepare report. 


At this time Rev. D. L. Vandament, another mem- 
ber of the Committee on Union, arrived. 


On motion, session adjourned until after religious 
services at 7 o’clock P. M. 


EVENING SESSION, 


Session declared open by the chairman. The com- 
mittee brought in the following report, which was re- 
ceived item by item and unanimously adopted: 


The Committee on Union from the “General Council 
of the Christian Union’ and from the “American 
Christian Convention” met at Covington, Ohio, July 
26, 1887. After full and frank discussion of the resolu- 
tions on union passed by both bodies, it appeared plain 
to all that we in aim and spirit practically are one peo- 
ple; and we find no valid reason why we should be sep- 
arate. In the discussion and in this report it is unan- 
imously agreed that it is a fundamental principle of 
Protestantism, and a well-established question of bibli- 
cal interpretation, that “the church and the state should 
be separate,’ and that true liberty and efliciency of serv- 
ice in the church are best obtained by a congregational 
form of government; and, therefore, in the absolute in- 
dependency of the local church that all matters of busi- 
ness, service, and worship shall be decided by each local 
church for itself. 

I, Therefore your committees in joint session agree 
and recommend the union of the two bodies upon the 
following principles: 

1, The Holy Bible our only rule of faith and prac- 
tice. 

2. Christ the only Head of the church. 

8. Christian character the only test of fellowship. 

4. Individual interpretation of Scripture the privi- 
lege and duty of all. 

5. The union of all the followers of Christ without 
controversy. 

6. Each local church absolutely independent in gov- 
ernmént. 

II. And, further, we agree and recommend that in 
the united body the individual believer be known as “a 
Christian ;” that all the churches retain their present 
local names; conferences and councils be known here- 
after as assemblies of Christians, and that the general 
body, head and representative of the union herein 
sought, shall be ‘The General Assembly of Christians 
in America.”’ 

III. And, lastly, we agree that this basis be presented 
to the various conferences and councils and through 
them to the local churches for their ratification and 


adoption.

THE CHRISTIAN UNION COMMITTEE WORK. 

We insert in the editorial column the report of the 
joint Committee on Christian Union, believing, as we 
do, that our people are anxiously waiting to hear the 
report, and that the work accomplished by the commit- 
tee is entitled to first and careful consideration. It is 
to be regretted that all the members of the committees 
were not ; resent at the meeting, but inasmuch as the 
sentiment of those members absent is known it is safe 
to conclude that if all had been present it would not 
have changed the report in any way save perhaps to 
have made it, if possible, more emphatic. 

Rev. J. T. Phillips, chairman, and President D. A. 
Long, D. D., another member, were absent; the one on 
account of severe illness in his family, and the other be- 
cause of necessary business engagements in North Car- 
olina; while, also, Rev. J. V. B. Flack, of the Chris- 
tian Union Committee, was detained by sickness. 
Nevertheless, it is remarkably fortunate that with 
other members present, there were Rev. H. J. Duck- 
worth, editor of the Christian Witness, and president 
of the North Ohio Council, and also of the General 
Christian Union Council, chairman of the Committee 
on Christian Union from that church, and Rev. N. 
Summerbell, D. D., who for so many years has been 
regarded as a representative minister of the Christian 
organization. 

There were two very difficult and responsible de- 
mands resting upon the committee. First, to preserve 
intact the fixed principles of the two organizations in- 
volved, and, second, so to determine the nomenclature, 
that while ignoring designating titles and appellations 
used in the past by either body, as far as possible the 
names and titles should be accurate and biblical. The 
principles of the two organizations are identical as 
adopted by the two general bodies, and of course re- 
main unchanged, to-wit: 

1. The Bible our only rule of faith and practice, 

2. Ohrist the only Head of the church. 


3. Christian character the only test of fellowship. 

4. Individual interpretation of the Scripture the 
privilege and duty of all. 

5. The union of all the followers of Christ without 
controversy. 

. 6, Each local church absolutely independent in gov- 
ernment, 

That which had been regarded as a general principle 
by our Christian Union brethren, to-wit: “The preach- 
ing of partisan politics in the pulpit discountenanced,”’ 
was referred to the jurisdiction of the local church in 
a very emphatic declaration in the preamble, which is 
as follows: “In the discussion and in this report it is 
unanimously agreed that it is a fundamental principle of 
Protestantism, and a well-established question of bib- 
lical interpretation, that the church and the state should 
be separate, and that true liberty and efficiency of 
service in the church are best obtained by a congfega- 
tional form of government; and, therefore, in the abso- 
lute independency of the church that all matters of 
business, service, and worship shall be decided by each 
local church for itself.” 

Then as to the names and designating appellation for 
the individual believer, the local church, the annual 
meetings of laymen and ministers in the interests of 
the church, and for the general representative body of 
all the churches, it was decided that the individual be- 
liever be known as a Christian, the local churches re- 
tain their present names, that instead of annual con- 
ferences these bodies be known as the annual assemblies 
of Christians, and the general body be known as the 
General Assembly of Christians in America, Of course 
this as the counsel of the committee will now go before 
the conferences and councils of the two organizations 
and through them to the churches for ratification and 
adoption. 

A large and sympathetic audience attended the sit- 
ting of the committees, and perfect upanimity charac- 
terized the action of the meeting. It is the opinion of 
all concerned that this report will secure the approval 
of the councils and conferences, and the ratification of 
the churches, and then with the one hundred and forty 
churches and nearly two hundred ministers of the 
Christian Union organization in Ohio alone united 
with the two hundred and forty churches and nearly 
three hundred Christian ministers in Ohio, the same 
being true proportionately in all other states, we shall 
not only move forward to accomplish a greater and 
more glorious work than it were possible for these 
churches to do while separate—for in union there is not 
only strength but efficiency—but at the same time we 
shall demonstrate to the world our practical love of 
Christian union whenever it can be attained on the 
basis of pure, unadulterated biblical truth. We hope 
that in every conference and church our brethren will 
unite heart and hand in the favorable presentation and 
decision of this truly great and important issue.

General Sheridan is to com- 
mand the state and national forces on the occasion, and 
Justice Miller is to give the oration. It isa very im- 
portant event in the history of our Nation, and will be 
celebrated with becoming dignity. The governors of 
all the states and many others of their most distin- 
guished citizens are expected to be in attendance. 


stébel Atlanta University is an institution,for the edu- 
cation of colored people, and yet from time to time the 
professors, who are white people, have educated their 
own children and some special friends in the college. 
The legislature of the state learning this fact has pass- 
ed a law imposigg a heavy penalty for admitting white 
pupils, and, moreover, for the offense already commit- 
ted the annual appropriation of $6,000 has been with- 
drawn. Now if a professor of the university should 
dare to admit his own daughter to the classes he would 
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be fined $1,000 or imprisoned six months for his offense. 
We would think it time for Southern aristocrats to 
dismiss their colored carriage drivers. 

soa The chances are good that the vote in Septem- 
ber next on the prohibitory amendment in Tennessee 
will be in favor of its adoption. There are in the state 
about 200 newspapers, some 30 of which are devoted to 
special work, as medicine, etc., and are not counted as 
factors. Of the balance 146 have declared themselves 
for or against the amendment. Of these 104 support 
cordially prohibition, 31 are neutral, and 11 actively 
oppose prohibition. Of the Democratic papers 58 ad- 
yocate prohibition, while 19 oppose or are neutral. Of 
the Republican papers 10 favor the amendment, while 
6 oppose or are neutral. Every paper edited by the 
colored men is for the amendment. Some three or 
four religious papers, among which is the Jewish Spec- 
tator, are opposing the amendment. The indications 
are very favorable to the adoption of the amendment. 
God grant this result! 


asiaes The cities of the United States rule, to a very 
large degree, the Nation, and the foreign population 
rule the cities. Thus the Nation to-day seems to be 
in the hands of our foreign-born citizens. Fifty prin- 
cipal cities contain 39 3-10 per cent. of our German 
population, and 45 per cent. of our Irish population. 
While our 10 largest cities contain only 9 per cent. of 
the entire population, they contain 23 per cent. of the 
foreign-born population. While less than 33 per cent. 
of the population is foreign in birth and of foreign 
parentage, yet 62 per cent. of the population of Cin- 
cinnati is foreign, 69 per cent. of Cleveland, 70 per 
cent. of Boston and Brooklyn, 88 per cent. of New 
York, and 91 per cent. of Chicago. These are statistics 
that will bear study and give reasonable concern for 
our future. There should be a large increase of evan- 
gelistic work in our cities, and the centers of our polit- 
ical factions should be of a higher moral nature. 

iets -Thursday, August 4th, one of the most memorable 
moral battles of this age is to be fought in the State of 
Texas. The question of prohibiting the sale and man- 
ufacture of liquor as a beverage is to be voted on by 
the people on that day. The population of that state 
is about 1,800,000, while the territorial area concerned 
in the vote is 262,000 square miles, a territory equal to 
the Empire of Germany or the Republic of Franca 
If by a vote of the people all saloons can be closed for- 
ever and drunkenness made almost an impossibility, 
who can tell the measure of advantage that would fol- 
low? As to whether the law can be enforced should 
not enter into the consideration. It is a moral ques- 
tion, and one that concerns heaven and earth, time and 
eternity. All Christian men everywhere should hope 
and pray for the success of the prohibition vote on that 
day in the Lone Star State. It is thought the vote will 
be very close, yet both sides feel confident that the re- 
sult will be favorable to their wish. Heaven favor the 
right! 

eonnitl Of our eighteen ordained ministers in Canada 
only eight take our HERALD, and of the Sunday-schools 
of twenty-six churches only four patronize our Sun- 
day-school literature.

The morning 
train took me to Providence, and to the hospitality of 
our good brother, Rev. 0. A. Tillinghast. The afternoon 
train from Providence to Hope and Rockland brought 
together a pleasant company of persons going to the 
ordination—Bro. I. H. Coe, of New Bedford, Sisters 
Gustin, of Attleboro, and Haley, of Lowell, Bro. A. A. 
Morton and wife, of Portsmouth, R. I., Bro. Tilling- 
hast, and Bro. and Sister Sherman, of Providence. 
With such company the ride by cars to Hope and by 
carriages to Rockland could not be otherwise than re- 
freshing. 

At Rockland we found Bro. Spsid settled in a pleas- 
ant and enterprising place, and enjoying the confidence 
of all the people. Here are two manufacturing villages 
—Rockland and Ponagansett—within about a mile of 
each other. The Rockland Christian Church is the 
church for both villages. At the latter place resides 
Bro. John Barden, the owner of the mill there, a 
staunch and active member of the church, and well 
known and beloved by those who meet him annually 
at the Christian camp-ground. : 

In the evening, June 15th, we met a large and inter- 
esting congregation, and several more of the brethren 
in the ministry. The house was tastefully decorated, 
showing not only the good taste of the people, but their 
sympathy with the minister and the occasion. Bro. 
Nelson Luther, whom I knew years ago when we were 
both young men, and Bro. Kennedy, took part in the 
exercises. After the sermon, on “The constraining 
power of the love of Christ’”’ (II. Cor. 5: 14), to which 
the people listened with good attention, the ordaining 
prayer was offered by Bro. Kennedy, the charge was 
given by Bro. I. H. Coe, and the right hand of fellow- 
ship and charge to the people by Bro. Tillinghast. 
The interest indicated throughout the exercises gives 
great hope that permanent good will result from the 
occasion. The testimonies given to the esteem and 
confidence in which Bro. Spaid is held indicate that 











































































































he has already won a warm place in the hearts of the 
people, and gives promise of success in his work among 
them. 

It was pleasant also to learn of the progress of the 
work in other places. Bro. Morton is working quietly 
but successfully at South Portsmouth, near Newport. 
Quite a number have been added to the church, and 
more were to be baptized and added to the church on 
the following Sunday. For some years before his 
going there the scattered residences of the members 
had led them to think that a prayer-meeting could not 
be sustained; but now a weekly prayer-meeting of 
much interest, with forty or fifty in attendance, is held 
even through the warm season of the year. These 
things, with a practical interest in the public enter- 
prises of the denomination, indicate life and growth. 

At Sister Gustin’s church, in West Mansfield, Mass., 
a baptism was to take place on the following Sunday, 
Bro. Coe officiating. Of this Sister Gustin has already 
given an account. The converts were the fruits of a 
meeting last fall, where Sister Haley aided in the work. 
To be present at this occasion was one thing that 
brought her to the vicinity. At West Mansfield they 
are also making thorough repairs on their church. 

Early on the morning following the ordination the 
company left for their return. After a stop in Provi- 
dence, where Bro. Tillinghast is doing a good and faith- 
ful work, I left in season to stop off for a few hours 
in Westerly, Rhode Island, the home of Bro. B. F. 
Clayton. The church here is prospering under the 
labors of Bro. Clayton. As the fruit of the revival of 
last winter, in which he was grandly assisted by the 
able preaching of our editor, Bro. C. J. Jones, mate- 
rial strength, both in number and influence, has been 
added to the church. The ill health of Sister Clayton — 
sometimes leads Bro. Clayton to think that he must re- 
sign; but the church wisely hangs on to him, giving 
him the option of such absence as the health of Sister 
Clayton may from time to time require. They were 
having a church festival on the evening I was there, 
which gave me a chance just to look in on the busy 
hive of sisters and young friends before hurrying to 
the train to take me to the boat on my homeward way. 

Such opportunities to renew and extend the bonds of 
Christian fellowship are among the highest privileges 
which can be enjoyed on earth.

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' SERMON. 


[A sermon preached at Ansonia, Ohio, by Rev. Samuel 
Long on “The Fatherhood of God,’’ and published by re- 
quest of the pastor, Rev. C. W. Heoffer.] 


Text, “There is one God, the Father.’”’ I. Cor. 8: 6. 

The leading thought of the text is fatherhood; -a 
thought so grand and inspiring that the divine Teacher 
(Jesus) alone could reveal or unfold it. But before pro- 
ceeding with this leading theme of discourse, a glance 
at two other propositions are suggested, at least inci- 
dentally: 

1. There is one God. This seems to be self-evident 
to our intelligence—intuitive in our moral sense. In 
reasoning from cause to effect, and effect to cause, we 
get to the self-existent—a supreme intelligence. The 
mind grasps and holds the idea; our conscious intelli- 
gence says, The God thereis. In confirmation of this 
truth suggested intuitively to our intelligence we descry 
the imminence of God in the material universe around, 
concerning which we simply say, [thas been the thought 
of the greatest thinkers of the thinking ages, that the 
creative hand hangs out “in the void infinite’—in the 
mechanism of the material universe—has given rise to 
that science or truth found in nature, termed natural 
theology, the correctness of which has been conceded 
by the greatest thinkers and scientists. Even Thomas 
Paine, while he thought he could free his mind of the 
evidences of revealed religion, could not get away from 
the evidences of the imminence of God in nature. In- 
fidel though he was, he was constrained to concede the 
fact that “the heavens declare the glory of God, and 
the firmament showeth his handiwork.” ‘There was 
no speech nor language where their voice was not 
heard.” 

2. The unit idea of the God is here suggested. Heath- 
enism seems ever to have taught gods many; the would- 
be “guild of science” is wont to affirm, God is not one; 
nature herself is self-existent. But Christianity affirms 
“there is one God, the Father, of whom are all things; 
and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things and | 
we by him.” The leading objective purpose of the Old 
Testament Scriptures was to teach that the God there 
is, is one Lord. This was the thought that Israel was 
to hear. The New Testament Scriptures not only teach 
that He is, and his name One, but what he is to us, and 
we are, and by the possibilities of his grace may be, to 
him. Jesus Christ came to show us God. Hence Jesus 
is called Immanuel—God with us. The apostle says, 
“We know that Jesus Christ has come, and hath given 
us an understanding of him that is true; and we are in 
him that is true, even in his Son Jesus Christ.” 
Jesus Christ shows us God under the idea of 
fatherhood —‘“‘There is one God, the Father.” 
“When ye pray, say, Our Father, which art in 
heaven,” etc. “Be ye perfect as your heavenly Fa- 
ther is perfect.” “How much more will your heav- 
enly Father give,” etc. This thrilling truth of the 
great Teacher is corroborated by nature’s suggestions 
in her adaptation to our earth being. As such being 
we are dependent on air, food, drink. Air is the great 
vitalizer; yet nothing is more abundant or free. Every 
soil and climate yields cereals, meats, and fruit 
for our food; gentle raindrops fall, fountains sparkle, 
and streams flow to give drink to man and beast; 
mineral, vegetable, and animal kingdoms are taxed 
for man’s shelter, protection, and happiness. Beau- 
tiful, luxurious as is our earth home in its building 
and furnishing, it can but say, “Our Father’s house.” 

The fatherhood is most marvelously and wonderfully 
evinced in the gift of Jesus Christ his Son to save the 
world. The Gospel teaches us that he so loved the 
world that he gave him that the world through him 
might have life; that he spared not his own Son, but 
freely delivered him up for us all that the world through 
him might be saved. Marvelously and wonderfully re- 
vealed in Jesus’ condescension! This is perfectly over- 
whelming! When Moses refused to be called the son 
of Pharaoh’s daughter, throwing aside royalty and the 
splendor of the first throne of earth to suffer sfiliction 
with the people of God, lead them out of Egyptian 
bondage to the land of promise, there was a condescen- 
sion the like of which we do not have in history. But 
when Jesus laid aside his glory, not taking on him the 
nature of angels, nor even earth’s royalty, but the 
fashion of a man and form of a servant, even Helpless 
infancy itself, that he might be a faithful high-priest, 
touched with our infirmities, there was a condescension 
in comparison with which that of Mosesis but ashadow, 


‘An eminent minister illustrates the thought by im- 
agining a man of fine intellect descending to the worm 
world and living the worm life, to raise the worm world 
to the plane of man’s intellect, and observes it would | ¢), 
be but a shadow of the Son of God incarnate. But 
God as the Father is not only written in the conde- 
scension of Jesus but in his humiliation and sufferings. 
Nature may show a Father’s hand “in the void in- 
finite,” but Jesus alone the Father’s heart in Calvary 
and on the cross. Science may show how the heavens 
go; Jesus alone how to go to heaven. I can conceive 
the idea of God’s subordinating all antagonism of 
whatever sort, without delivering up his Son to die as 
from the divine side. I see no judicial or legal con- 
tingency necessary, other than the necessity of love, 
the law of his own benevolent attributes. But looking 
from the human side I at once see that God could only 
be manifest to fleah in the Word’s being made flesh and 
dwelling among us; the rule of the spirit realm could 
be manifest only in the benevolent mission and miracles 
of the Son of Man, in his death on the cross, in his 
resurrection and triumphant ascension. Hence the 
Scriptures teach that he died for us, for the world. It 
nature is grandest in rainbow, God’s fatherhood is most 
emphatic in Calvary and on the cross. 

But this fatherhood is not seen in its climax without 
considering the results of the gift of his Sontodie. 1. 
Pardon, which implies a stay of the penalty of sin and 
restoration to favor of the offender. “By him we re- 
ceive the reconciliation.”” Coming from the divine side, 
it implies a personal experience on the part of the re- 
cipient—a conscious knowledge of ains forgiven. 2. 
Life. A new life; a life of deep peace; a life of holy 
joy; alife in its ultimate immortal, eternal, divine; 
the family of God’s children reunited to the divine fa- 
therhood in the divine harmony. We conclude then— 
1. God’s unspeakable gift (Jesua), and our inexpressi- 
bly glorious salvation through him, a spontaniety of 
God’s fatherhood, the outgush of his immutable be- 
nevolence. 2. Salvation unbought; salvation free; the 
gift of God through Jesus Christ our Lord. 3. God 
the Father gave it, Jesus revealed and brought it, the 
cross (the Gospel) assures it, the blood seals it, the 
Spirit witnesseth it, we receive it, and in Jesus’ own 
words say, “Our Father, thy name forever hallowed 
be.”

QUESTION.

Matt. 2: 2 should read, ‘‘We have seen his star while 
we were in the east.”” There is-no reference to location 
of the star as whether overhead, or east or west, north 
or south of theobservers. Num. 24: 17, “A star shall 
come out of Jacob, and a scepter shall rise out of 
Israel,” make it seem appropriate to suppose that the 
star would be seen west of Persia—that is, toward 
Jerusalem. It is probable that the star appeared to 
the wise men in Persia the night of the birth—perhaps 
simultaneous with the appearance of the shepherds; 
but several weeks had elapsed since then. The wise 
men had after that first appearance of the star pre- 
pared for their long journey, and did not see the star 
again until starting from Jerusalem, it gaided them to 
the exact spot where the child lay. to mark with heav- 
en’s precision the exact identity. That is, God gave the 
sign, and left them to inquire of his ministers, and they 
of his word; then heaven came again to their help to 
signify the exact place, the house, and stood over the 
place “where the young child lay.”

Hong Kong, Monday, May 2d (continued).—Hong . 


Kong is a well-built city on the modern style; some 
very nice streets, none very wide, some very narrow; 
streets run up the hill, and on levels uponit. Many 
of the buildings are of stone, such as the post-office, 
city hall, cathedral, as well as many of the busi- 
ness houses and others, generally two or more stories 
high, nearly all having a portico to every floor in front 
of the rooms; many of the stores quite open to the 
street; on the streets you will see the jinrikishas, 
sedan chairs, barbers, small hawkers, and women mend- 
ing clothes; quite a number of police and military— 
Hong Kong belongstoGreat Britain. I saw Dr. Chal- 
mers, of the London Missionary Society, who tells of 
his part of the work going on slowly; has a church with 
over 300 members and different schools in the city; 
also visited Rev. Mr. Hagar, of the American Board, 
who gives as faithful an account of the work as he well 
could toastranger. I gather from all said that the 
work is progressing almost lamentably slow; such care- 
less lives on the part of Kuropeans in the port which 
hinders the work very much in the town, while in the 
country they will not receive the new doctrine, and 
have in different parts of south China stoned our 
brother five or six times. However, he perseveres with 
the work by keeping up his schools, making evangel- 
istic tours,etc. He kindly took me to the prayer- 
meeting held in the interest of missions once a month; 
it was held at the Church of England Bishop’s house. 
Here we met in all twenty-four, chiefly laborers, com- 
posed of preachers, teachers, male and female, con- 
nected with the different missions. It was a good meet- 
ing; from it I learned much of the condition of the 
work in and around Hong Kong. Truly it is at a low 
ebb, though I thank God that these dear laborers are 
pressing on one another, and praying for the same for 
others that Christ may live in and through them, #0 
that all may read them as the epistles of Ohrist. May 
the good Lord encourage the few isolated workers here 
and throughout the mission field, giving them more 
and more of his divine Spirit to be faithful to him, 
themselves, and the dying millions around. Showers 
during the day. 

Hong Kong, South China, Tuesday, May 3d.—Had 
several showers during last night and to-day, this be- 
ing a part of the wet season; from yesterday morning 
until 12 last night, and from daylight this morning until 
10 Pp. M., have been unloading and loading cargo; have 
now finished. Dear Millie, my dear wife, also our lit- 
tle girl, spent a good part of the day on shore; a man 
taken up and committed for trial for setting fire to 
poor woman’s house,

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South China Sea, Wednesday, May 4th.—Cloudy 
with high winds from northeast; started from the 
wharf at 7 A. M.; in a few minutes on the way coming 
through Laycemon Pass on the east side of the harbor, 
leaving Hong Kong to the right or south; in the pass 
two steamers pass by; the pass is narrow in some places; 
on either side, excepting the entrance on the left, are 
high hills of various heights, with here and there a 
valley with two or three towns or villages along the 
shores; scenery really beautiful; this pass is of some 
length, as it took about one hour and a half to go 
through; it is not straight, making it necessary to be 
more careful; all day we are skirting the coasts of 
China; overtook one of the Glenn steamers which, I 
understand, left the harbor some time before us this 
morning; took on two new sailors, two cooks, and sev- 
eral new firemen, all Chinese. On Monday failed to 
note the head steward broke his left arm. The second 
mate’s fractured leg is well enough for him to go on 
full duty. 

Strait of Formosa, Thursday, May 5th.—Weather 
much cooler, as also yesterday; before breakfast see a 
number of fishing boats on all sides; fine weather; 
sun shining; winds continue from the northeast; trav- 
eling most of the day between Formosa and China, 
the first mentioned place where such good reports keep 
coming from respecting missions, especially from Dr. 
Mackay, who has been so signally blessed. May God 
continue to bless his labors to the saving of millions 
for Jesus. China, the land which has almost worn out 
the patience of many, is giving in slowly to consider- 
ing the claims of the Gospel of Christ, and of late has 
given much encouragement to the missionaries and 
others that before long the desire of their hearts will 
be granted in seeing one of the best revivals break out 
in their midst. In their midst are many trophies of 
mercy; the work is growing, deepening, and while my 
dear Bro. Hagar and others receive an occasional ston- 
ing, and the Hong Kong brethren have great discour- 
agements, God will carry on his work and, I believe, 
save many precious souls. The Gospel is what China 
needs. 

Kast China Sea, Friday, May 6th.—Very little sun; 
wind in the north; rain in the afternoon; this morn- 
ing the mate saw a wreck, the masts out of the water 
a few feet; passed a vessel about 4 Pp. M.; wind changed 
to northeast.

TALKS ON JAPAN. 


Rev. J. D. Davis, D. D., writes as follows: Such 
mighty movements are in progress here that one must 
be in them to fully realiz3 them, and he may not then. 
Next to the leavening work of the glorious Gospel of 
Christ, the greatest movement in progress here is that 
for the elevation of woman, and this has come to the 
surface within the last year. The appeal of Prof. Toy- 
ama last year for Christian miesion schools for girls, but 
voiced the growing convictions of thousands of intelli- 
gent minds of Japan. It is wonderful to see theim- 
petus which this movement is gaining. 

Count Ito, the present Prime Minister of Japan, is 
greatly interested in this movement, and is said to have 
given $10,000 to help it forward. The English and 
American Episcopalians, led by Bishop Bickersteth, 
have formed a society for the Promotion of Ladies’ 
Kducation, which has received powerful support and 
pledges of help from the nobility of the land. This is 
aimed especially to reach and educate ladies of the 
higher classes. It has already a large following in the 
capital, and a large branch has recently been formed 
in Osaka. Its aim is “to establish in Tokio an institu- 
tion for the higher education of women; and to en- 
courage in every way the establishment of similar in- 
stitutes in other parts of the Empire.” The Bishop 
has sent to England for ladies, both for Tokio and 
Osaka institutes. The governor and the commander of 
the Osaka garrison are prompt movers in this enter- 
Prise there. Kight missionary ladies and one gentle- 
man are connected with it, and the governor of Osaka 
has given his pledge for $10,000 for this school. 

_The Japanese women have formed a Ladies’ Chris- 
tian Association in Osaka, and at a recent meeting in 
the Y. M. C. A. Hall, an audience composed of ladies 
only is said to have numbered over a thousand. This 
hall, centrally located in the midst of that great city, 
and seating about fifteen hundred, has come into ex- 
latence during the last year, being built largely by con- 
tributions from the Y. M. 0. A.’s of the United 
States, England, and Australia. Mrs. Leavitt, who 








was here in the interest of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union, during last summer and fall, did a 
grand work in interesting the women and many of the 
leading men in Japan in the cause not only of temper- 
ance but of purity and of the elevation of woman gen- 
erally. One of our leading Japanese workers said to 
me the other day that Mrs. Leavitt was a second Com- 
modore Perry to the women of Japan.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuinaron, D. 0., July 25, 1887. 

The records of the past week show a little more than 
the usual amount of public business transacted in spite 
of the intense heat. The President remains entirely at 
Oak View, and will continue to while the present warm 
weather continues. But his secretary, Colonel Lamont, 
is daily at the White House, and all matters of impor- 
tance are brought before executive notice through his 
agency. Numerous invitations have been received in- 
viting the President and his wife to visit the West, 
especially the northwestern cities of St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis. A telegram has been sent by the Mayor of 
St. Louis, asking if the President would receive a del- 
egation who come to invite him to visit St. Louis, after 
the encampment of the Grand Armymen. The Presi- 
dent replied that he would be in Washington on Mon- 
day, but he has so far signified no intention of accept- 
ing any of the invitations extended to him. 

Secretary Lamar is, at present, the only member of 
the Cabinet out of town, and he has gone to Georgia to 
attend the wedding of his daughter, Miss Jennie, to 
her cousin, Mr. Lamar, a young lawyer practicing in 
Washington. 

The Secretaries of State, War,and Navy held a con- 
ference on Saturday, and have at last named a successor 
to the late engineer, Harry Lee Snyder, who was Super- 
intendent of the State, War, and Navy Department. 
It may be remembered that EKagineer Snyder died sud- 
denly a few weeks ago. Chief Engineer Thomas

Williamson, United States Navy, has beem nominated | he lay and, together with friends present, he enjoyed 


to fill the place, and a commission made out and sent 
to Oak View for the President’s signature. Engineer 
Williamson was formerly attached to the Pacific 
Squadron, and is now at his home in Warrenton, Va., 
on waiting orders. It is said that his appointment is 
as great a surprise to him (for he was not an applicant 
for the position) as it is a disappointment to several 
engineers who were trying for the place. 

The navy yard at Washington has been transferred 
to the control of the ordinance bureau, and the yard 
turned into a gua foundry. This change has met with 
much complaint and some ridicule, but the work pro- 
gresses favorably notwithstanding. Besides the regular 
machine shops for the manufacture of naval ordinance, 
a class has been organized to train seamen, and is now 
being instructed in the manipulation and care of guns, 
carriages, ammunition, and all the paraphernalia of 
gunning. After the course is completed here, the sea- 
men are sent to Newport, R. I., for sixth months’ in- 
struction at the torpedo station. On acquiring the re- 
quired percentage, they recsive the pay of seamen gun- 
ners, and are also eligible to the position of warrant 
officers. With the completion of the new cruisers, 
well equipped and manned by trained seamen, our navy 
will be no longer a reproach. to us, nor justify the old 
minstrel joke about having “plenty of water,” and only 
wanting a “few ships to make it the grandest navy in 
the world, sir.” 

The count of cash in the Treasury vaults begun on 
the 23d of May was finished on the 23d of July. This 
count was rendered necessary by the change of United 
States Treasurer, Mr. Hyatt, of Connecticut, having 
succeeded Mr. Jordan, who resigned to accept the 
position of vice-president of the new national bank, 
established in New York City, of which ex-Secretary 
Manning is president. The count developed but one 
error, a shortage of $250, promptly made good by the 
clerk, to whom, through carelessness in the former 
count, the error was due. The amount on hand in 
national bank notes and legal tender notes was disposed 
of in about three days, but the silver dollars occupied, 
with a large force of men to do the work, two months 
in the counting. 

The present postmaster of Charleston, S. C., Mr. 
Mowry, was, at the time of his appointment, clerk to 
the committee of the House of Representatives. He 
now claims the salary as clerk of the committee, up to 
June 30.h, in addition to that of postmaster. First 
Comptroller Durham rejec's the claim on the ground 
that mo one is entitled to draw two salaries from the 
Government. The objections of the Comptroller ap- 
pear fair, but it seems that the Supreme Court has de- 
cided differently in another and similar case, that of 
Mr. Saunders, now a clerk at the Executive Mansion, 
who was at the time of his appointment clerk to a 
Congressional Oommittes. At any rate, the Oomp-
